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KENTUCKY CROP REPORT. 

Issued by the ComnuMMMr of 
Agriculture. 

Frankfort. Ky.. Aug. 10 — Ths report 
of crop oondiiions for August Is*, shows 
a continuation of favorable weather for 
the development of llie crops with the 
exception of scattered polnUltaoughont 
the State. 

The final esiimate of the wheat yield 
io tho Slate for 1915 is 10.7 busliels per 
acre. This is short oflast years yieUl 
by approximately two bushels. The 
continued rains of the last month dam- 
Hgea Uie qualiiy of the wheat a great 
deal, and the average estimated damage 
throuRhoui llie Slate is 8 cents per busli- 
el. The average price on llie farm is 
approximately 95 cents per bushel. Tliis 
Is about 25 cenU per bushel higher than 
the farmers obtaiaed who told their 
wheat from the thresbmrs in 1914. 

The acreage of Burley tobacco is given 
at 78 percent and that of dark tobacco 
at 80 per cent. Burley shows a condi- 
tion of 7.> per cent and dark tobacco a 
condition jf 77 per cent. 

The corn crop shows a condition of » 1 
per cent. Much of the coin got t<x> luix^> 
ibt cultivation before the rains ceased, 
and corn fields are full of crab grass and 
weeds. The continued seasonable weath- 
er will result in ii reasonably large crop 
of corn, but a ilrou^'lil would be serious 
as tlie wc eiis anil trruss wouKl soon e.\- 
liausl tliB moisliiri; ami llie corn woulil 
be unable lo mature iiiuperly 

The final yield of rye is estimated ai 
9 bushels, and that of oats at 22 bushels. 
The condition of hemp is<97 per cent. 
The potato crop is unusually large and 
the yield and quality of the potatoes ex 
celleni; llie prices are very low. Garden 
couditions continue good ai 95 per cent. 
The condition of cow peas is put at 87 
per cent and sow beans at 87 per ceni. 
All pasture grasses are in splendid con- 
dition. Bluegrass stands S.'QO per cent, 
clover at 91 per cent, alfalfa 92 per cect 
and orchard grass 92 per cent. 

Fruits have sutTered more or less as a 
result of the rains, storms, etc. The 
condition of apples is given al 82 per 
com, peaches 71 per ceni and pears 89 
cent. 

The condition of poultry sums up as 
foliows: 'Chickens per cent, turkeys 
80 per cent and ducks 87 per cent. 

The condition of live stock is as fol- 
lows: Horses 94 per cent, cattle 95 per 
cent, hogs 93 per cent and sheep 94 per 
cent. 

Kentucky is linally fi'ee from all quar- 
anliue regulations as far as the fool and 
mouth disease is concerned. A few cases 
of hog cholera and black leg are report- 
ed. Taken as a whole the crops during 
the month of July have held their own. 
With favorable waatber, corn and to- 
bacco, the two largest money crops in 
the Stale, will be equal to, if not above 
the average, for ihe State.

DISALLOWED 

Wilson's Reply Concerning Stilp- 
meot of War Munitions. 



BELGRADE UNDER 
BOMBARDMENT 

Teutonic Allies Will Strike 
Quicidy at Serbia. 



NEUTRAUIY NOT VIOUTEO ASSEMBLE ARMB ON BOBOER 



Uni|ed States Adhering to a Principle 
Upon Which It Would Depend For 
Munitions In the World's MarkeU' 
In Case It Should B« Attacked 
by a Foreign Powar — Reviow of tile 
American Nets. 

Washington, Aug. 16. — ^AustriarHun- 
gary and Germany now know officially 
that there Is no hope of the United 
States discontinuing or even restrict- 
ing shipments of war supplies to the 
allies. 

Tbis the Teutonic governments have 
learned from the note whi< h the state 
uepartment has sent to Austria and 
which lias been made public. This 
communication is In the fonn of a re- 
ply to the Vienna protest against the 
business being done by Americans iu 
war mimitions. and sets forth the at- 
titude of this government clearly and 
firmly. Austria is notified that this 
government will not even consider 
i>cceding to her request. So strong is 
the stand taken by the Washington 
government that this note not only 
will probably end the diplomatic ex- 
changes, but will operate, officials be- 
lieve, as a check upon the sentiment 
developing in this country In fftvor of 
an embargo. 

While President Wilson in this note, 
ae in all others to Kuropean govern- 
n^ents on tiie war issues, takes his 
stand firmly upon the ))rinciples in- 
volved and upon the iisa.i;u of nations, 
be introduces another feature which 
by many is regarded as the most strik- 
ing feature of the note. The president 
bases his refusal to consider the Aus- 
trian suggestion on the practical 
grounds of its effect upon the ability 
Of the United States to meet a foe in 
the event of war. This government 
tells Austria that it has been the pol- 
icy of the I'nited States from the 
founding of the republic not to main- 
tain in lime of jieace a iarge military 
establishment or stores of arms and 
smmnnition; that the I'nited States 
has, in fact, always depended upon the 
right and power to piir< hase arms and 
ammunition from neutral nations in 
case Of foreign attack. 

In citing the domestic polioy against 
militarism the American note makes 
this remarkably frank acknowledg- 
irent: 

"In consequeme of this standing 
policy the United States would in the 
event of attack by a foreign power be 
at the outset of the war seriou.sly if 
not fatally embarrassed by the lack of 
arms and ammunition and by the 
means to produce them in suiDcient 
cuantities to supply the reqidrements 
of national defense." 

The statement to one of the large 
European i>owors that the United 
States might be "fatally" embarrassed 
at the outset of a war caused more of 
r. stir In M'ashington than any other 
feature of the note. 

The president makes it clear to Aus- 
tria, and tlirough iier to Clermany, 
that to accept the suggestion that a 
reutral ought to proiiibit the sale of 
arms and amniunltions to belligerents 
not only would be repudiating the pol- 
icy by which this government has 
always stood, hut would be compeUing 
every nation, including the T'nited 
State.s, to have in readiness at all 
times sufTicient mr.nitions of war to 
enable them to cojie with a more ag- 
gressive and a better prepared enemy. 
In other words, the a<ceptan<e of the 
Teutonic iiroiiosals would be to turn 
the world into an armed camp, pro- 
mote militarism and retard the move- 
ment for universal peace. 

In advancing this argument the 
president clearly was aiming at the 
embargo movement in this country as 
miK h as he was at tlie proposals made 
by Austria and Germany. He liad 
seized the opportunity offered by the 
reply to Austria In an attempt to 
check the movement tnat is gaining 
headway in th.e south in favor of an 
embargo on war munitions as an act 
of reprisal against Great Britain. The 
embargo movement has had the sup- 
port of peace societies. Some officials 
in Washington have an idea, too, that 
the note was written with the national 
defense Issue in mind, and for tne 
purpose of calling Impressively to the 
attention of the country the fact that 
this country Is d^endent upon other 
countries for sufficient war supplies to 
meet a crisis. 



Aim to Strike With Such Force That 
All Servian Resistance Will Be Inn- 
mediately Swept Acide — Balkan 
Bubble Expected to Break With the 
Beflinning of the Invaalon — Opera- 
tions at the Front. 

London, Aug. 16.— The Austro-Oer^ 
ican forces massed along the Servian 
frontier began a bombardmeiit of Bel- 
grade, the foriiu r Servian cariital, just 
across the Danube from Hungary. The 
Eerylaas replied to this bombardment 
by opening a heavy fire on the Hun- 
garian towns of Swaltn and Pancsova. 
At this the Austrian guns ceased 
firing. Slight damace was caused to 
private dwellings In all three places. 
The Austrian bombardment was ap- 
larently Intended to terrify the Bel- 
grade population and to reveal the 
position of Servian batteries In that 
vicinity- by drawing thed: fire. 

The presence of considerable Teu- 
tonic forces across the river from Bel- 
grade, however, indicatas in the minds 
cf military obser^'ers that toe Austro- 
Uennan operations against Servla are 
to consist of two simultaneous cam- 
paigns. One, a replica of the original 
Austrian campaign against Servla last 
fall, will have aa Its object the occn- 
r-atlon of Belgrade, while the other, 
the main movement. wUI be to t.irow 
an army of overwhelming strengtii 
across the northwest corner of Servla 
from Orsowa, Hungary, as a ceater. 
to Bulgaria, and thence to Turkey 

There remains not the slightest 
doubt that the Teutonic allies have 
determined to strike at Servla and to 
strike quickly with such force that .all 
Servian resistance will be immediate- 
ly swept aside. The operations will 
begin lust as soon as the last hope nf 
Roumanian neutrality has dwindled. 
Apparently the massing of a great 
army at Orsowa, estimated at 300.000 
troops, by the Teutons, has had a 
bouble ohje<-t. The first is to make a 
military demonstration before Rouma- 
Ela, thus as a last resort endeavoring 
to scare that country Into neutrality, 
all diplomatic efforts having failed, 
and the second is to strike a rapid and 
decisive blow as soon aa the Balkan 
states have aligned themselves'on one 
tilde or the other. 

During the last few days no news 
to speak of respecting the Balkan situ- 
t:ation has been allowed to pass the 
censor in Germany or Austria. This 
tact is in itself great when viewed 
from tlie usual Teutonic silence that 
1 recedes a storm. It is not considered 
likely that the situation at the Darda 
r.elles will permit of long delay in the 
prospective German drive through 
Servla. even though political and diii- 
kimatic motives should di<tate the 
wisdom of watchfu} waiting. Conse- 
quently the English military critics 
expect momentary action on the part 
of the Teutons, with the certainty that 
as soon as the Germanic allies have be- 
gun their invasion of Servia the entire 
Balkan bubble will break.

TURKISH WARSH IPS SUNK

Ixindon, Aug. 13. — ^The destruction 
of a Turkish torpedo boat, the Berk-I- 
Satvet, an unidentified Turkish battle- 
rhlp and an enemy transport, in tho 
Sea of Marmora on the -morning of 
Aug. 8 by a British submarine, was 
annoimced by the admiralty. Atten- 
tion Is also called to the fact that an 
official Turklah statement on Aug. 9 
announced the loss of the battleship 
Kheyer-El-Dln Barbarossa, an old typ« 
craft of 9,000 tons, bought from Oer- 
snany In 1910. It Is not said that the 
fiarbarossa Is tha unidehtlfled battle- 
ship sunk on Aug. 8, but the inference 
naturally follows that It Is.

Dvinsk, again has taken the offensive 
and, according to the ofUcial report 
published by Uerlin, has beaten the 
liussians in a battle in the vicinity of 
Kublsko and pushed them back iu a 
northeasterly direction, taking over 
2,000 prisoners. 

To the s-nith before Kovno the Rus- 
sians, according to the same source 
of information, made an unsuccessful 
sortie from Kovno. which the Germans 
are now approaching. 

In the Polisii sector the various Ger- 
man armies are slowly drawing in 
their line and advancing from the 
rorthwest and south on Brest-Litovsk. 
While they continue to take comjiara- 
tlvely small groups of prisoners, they 
make no claim to the ca;.tiire of artil- 
lery or booty, which is considered by 
military observers as a fair indication 
that (Jrand Duke Nicholas' armies con. 
tinue their orderly retreat and that 
for some time to come will be able to 
prevent the Germans from detaching 
any part of their army for large ven- 
tures elsewhere.

Austro-Gemian forces continued 
their advance the past week In the 
center and southwest of the eastern 
war zone. The Rttsaians claim they 
are continuing to drive the Germans 
back from Higa and west of DviusU 
and still are keeping tham away from 
the fortress of Kovno. General Von 
Mackensen's forces have occupied 
Siedlce, thus cutiiug the Warsaw Mos- 
cow railroad. The rush of the Teu- 
tons is hurrying the Russians to their 
second line of de'ense centering upon 
the fortress of Brest-Litovsk. Austro- 
German concentration of effort seems 
to be in the dire<'tion of this strong- 
hold, from which their 'orces are at 
I'oints now barely forty miles distant. 
Opinion in allied capitals seems divid- 
ed as to whether Grand Duke N'icholas 
win be able to hold this new line. 

In the west the chief activity was in 
the Argonne, where the French re- 
ported the repulse of new German at- 
tacks. Berlin claimed some ground 
was gained. 

Reports from the Dardanelles carry 
the story of the operations little fur- 
ther, if afty, than that told in recent 
Dritish official statements, which re- 
ported a new landing of troops and ad- 
vances inland. Turkish reiiorts deny 
any further gains by the entente allies. 

On the Austro-ltalian front the flgl t- 
ing of late seems to have been con- 
fined chiefly to artillery actions, with 
little change o* ground through infan- 
try attacks. 

Affairs In the Balkans are approach- 
ing a crisis. While diplomatic nego- 
t:ations are proceeding in an effort to 
induce states still neutral to cast ideir 
lot with one side or the other, the 
Teutons have massed troops on the 
Balka& frontier. Their plan,. It la sup- 
posed. Is to force a way throug;i to re- 
lieve Turkey, which Is beHeved to be 
badly In need of shells. 

The week witnessed the renewal of 
German submarine activity, a score of 
merchantmen havlngv been destroyed 
in British waters. 

Paris reports that the German em- 
peror. In answer to the peace letter of 
Pope Benedict XV.. declared bis will- 
ingness to accept peace negotiations 
provided the nations with whom Ger- 
many Is at war made the first over- 
ture. Austria made a similar reply to 
the pope's letter, the dispatch adds. 



ATTACK BOSTON POLICE 



ItaMan Reservists, Homeward Bound, 
Mob German Veaasla. 

Boston. Aug. 16. — ^The aasembling 
of 1,300 Italian reservists who were 
to sail on the steamer Canopic, and 
their friends, waa marked by demon- 
strations aralnst the interned German 
eteamships Amerika and Cincinnati, 
as a result of which several police- 
men were severely injured. Sailors 
on the German vessels were struck by 
stones and sticka. Hevolver shots 
were exchanged between the crowd 
vnd the police. 

In an eailier disturbance which de 
veloped about the formation of a pa- 
rade of the reservists In North square 
three police officers were injured, op"* 
teing- atabbed. Ten arrests', were 
made in both outbreaks. 



Kaiser Denies Peace Story. 
Berlin. Aug. If, —(By Wireless to 
SayviUe.) The .North Oerman Ga- 
zette ofnci;.lly denies the "nonsenslcrl 
stories" cir<'ulated from London thiil 
lOmperor William, through the King cf 
Lenmark. has offered peace to Russia, 
which the latter couat^ roieetad.

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KENTUCKY CROP REPORT. 

Issued by the CommistioiMr of 
Agriculture. 

Frankfort. Ky., Aug. 10 — The report 
or crop oondiiions for August Is*, shows 

a conlinuaiion of favorable weather for 
the development of the crops with the 
exception of scattered poinU throughout 
the State. 

The fioal eslimale of the wheat yield 
ia Iho Slate for 1915 is 10.7 bushels per 
acre. This is short of last year's yield 
by approximately two bushels. The 
contioued rains of the last month dam- 
aged the quality of the wheal a great 
deal, and the average estimated damage 
throu»rhoui the Slate is 8 cents per bush- 
el. The average price on the farm is 
approximately 95 cents per bushel Tliis 
is about 25 cents per bushel liit;her than 
the farmers obtained who sold their 
wheat from the threshers in 1914. 

The acreage of Barley tobacco is given 
at 78 percent and that of d«rk tobacco 
at 80 per cent. Burley shows a condi- 
tion of 7j per cent and dark tobacco a 
coudiiiun -if 77 per conl. 

Tlie corn crop shows a condition of S I 
per cent. Much of ilie com tfoi too h\p\i 
ibr cultivatioo before the rains ceaseil. 
and corn fields are full of crab grass ami 
weeds. The continued seasonable weath- 
er will result in a reasonably large crop 
of corn, but a drought would be serious 
as the w" eds and >;rass would soon ex- 
liausi the moisture and the corn would 
be unable to mature properly 

The final yield of rye is estimated at 
0 bushels, and that of oaUat2'3 bushels. 
Tl^e condition of hemp is^97 per cent. 
The potato crop is unusually large and 
the yield and quality of the potatoes ex 
pellent; the prices are very low. Garden 
coudilions continue good at 95 per cent. 
The condition of cow peas is put at S7 
per cent and sow beans at 87 per cent. 
All pasture grasses are in splendid con- 
dition. Bluegrass stands a. 00 per cent, 
clover at 91 per cent, alfalfa 92 per cer t 
and orchard grass 92 per cent. 

Prulu have suffered more or less as a 
result of the rains, storms, etc. The 
condition of apples is given at 82 per 
cent, peaches 71 per cent and pears 89 
cent. 

The condition of poultry sums up as 
foliows: Chici^ens UU per cent, turkeys 
80 per cent aud ducks S7 per cent. 

The condition of live stock is as fol 
lows: Horses 94 per cent, cattle 95 per 
cent, hogs 93 per cent and sheep 94 per 
cent. 

Kentucky is finally f^ee from all quar- 
antine retrulalions as far as the foot and 
mouth disease is concerned. A few cases 
of hog cholera and black leg are report- 
ed. Taken as a whole the crops during 
the month of July have held their own. 
With favorable weather, corn and to- 
bacco, the two largest money crops in 
the Suie. will be equal to. if not above 
the average, for the State.

Teotonlc Aliles Will Strike 
Quickiy at Serbia. 



ASSEIMBLE ARMiES ON BOBOER 



United States Adhering to a Principle 
Upon Which It Would Depend For 
Munitions In the World's Markets' 
In Case It Should Be Attacked 
by a Foreign Powef^Revlew of the 
American Note. 

Washington. Aug. 16. — ^Austria-Hun- 
gary and Germany now know officially 
that there is no hope of the United 

States discontinuing or even restrict- 
ing shipments of war supplies to the 
allies. 

This the Teutonic governments have 
learned from the note which the state 
aepartment has sent to Austria and 
\ which has been made public. This 
communication is In the fonn of a re- 
ply to the Vienna protest against the 
business being done by Americans in 
\»ar munitions, and sets forth the at- 
titude of this government < lcarly and 
Crrnly. Austria is notified that tais 
government will not even consider 
j acceding to her request. So strong is 
the stand taken by tiie Washington 
' government that Uiis note not only 
I vsill probably end tiie diplomatic ex- 
I changes, but will operate, officials be- 
! Meve. as a check upon the sentiment 
j oeveloping in this country in favw ot 
j an embargo. 

While President Wilson in this note, 
j BE in all others to European govern- 
ments on tne war issues, takes his 
I stand firmly ujion the principles in- 
i volved and upon the usage of nations, 
, be introduces another feature which 
by many is regarded as the most strik- 
ing feature of the note. The president 
bases his refusal to consider the Aus- 
trian suggestion on the practical 
pounds of Its effect upon the ability 
of the United States to meet « foe In 
the event of war. This government 
tells Austria that It has t>een the pol- 
icy of the United States from the 
founding of the republic not to main- 
tain in time of peace a large military 
establishment or stores of arms and 
snununltion; that the United. States 
has. In fact, always depended upon the 
right and power to purchase arms and 
ammnnltion from neutral nations in 
of f oreHn attack. 
In tttiam the domestte policy against 
Bilttailsm the American note makes 
this remarkably frank acknowledg- 
ment: 

In consequence of this stajiding 
policy the United States would in the 
event of attack by a foreign power be 
at the outset of the war seriously if 
not fatally embarrassed by the lack of 
and ammunition and by the 
means to produce them In sufficient 
quantities to supply the requirements 
of national defense." 

The statement to one of the large 
European powers that the United 
States might be "fatally" embarrassed 
at the outset of a war diused more of 
t. stir In Washington than any other 
feature of the note. 

The president makes it clear to Aus- 
tria, and through her to Germany, 
that to accept the suggestion that a 
neutral onght to proolblt the sale of 
arms and ammunitions to belligerents 
not only would be repudiating the pol- 
icy by which this government has 
always stood, but would be compelling 
every nation, -including the United 
States, to have in readiness at all 
times sufficient munitions of war to 
enable them to cope with a more ag- 
gressive and a better prepared enemy. 
In other words, the acceptance' of the 
Teutonic proposals 'would be to turn 
the world Into an armed camp, pro- 
mote militarism and retard the move- 
ment for imlversal pteace. 

!n advancing this argument the 
president dearly was aiming at the 
embargo movement In this country as 
much as he was at the proposals made 
by Austria and Germany, He had 
seized the opportunity offered by the 
reply to Austria in an attempt to 
check the movement that Is gainins 
headway In the south in favor of an 
embargo on war munitions as an act 
of reprisal against Gretft Britain. The 
emba^o movement has had the sup- 
port of peace societies. Some officials 
in Washington have an Idea, too. that 
the note WM written with the national 
defense Issue In mind, and for the 
purpose of calling Impressively to the 
attention of the country the fact , that 
this country is dependent upon other 
countries for sufficient war supplies to 
meet a crisis.

Aim to Strike With Such Force That 
All Servian Resistance Will Be Im- 
mediately Swept Aclde — Balkan 
Bubble Expected to Break With the 
Beginning of the Invasion — Opera- 
tions at the Front 

London, Aug. 16. — The Austro-Ger- 
ican forces massed along the Servian 
frontier began a bombardment of Bel- 
grade, the former Servian capital. Just 
across the Danube from Hungary. The 
Servlaas replied to this bombardment 
by opening a heavy fire on the Hun- 
garian towns of Swallh and Pancsova. 
At this the .\iistrian guns ceased 
firing. Slight dainace was caused to 
private dwellint;.s in all three places. 
The Austrian boiiibardment was ap- 
rarently Intended to terrify the Bel- 
grade population and to reveal the 
position of Servian batteries in that 
vicinity by drawing their fire. 

The preseiire of considerable Teu- 
tonic forces across the river from Bel- 
grade, however, indicat?s in the minds 
of military observers tliat tiie Austro- 
German operations against Servia are 
to consist of two simultaneous cam- 
paigns. One, a replica of the ori.^^inal | 
Austrian campaign against Servia last 
fall, will have as its object the occn- 
I ation of Belgrade, wliile tlie other, 
till' main niovemcnt, will be to t.uo« 
on army of overw'.ielniing strengt'ii 
across the northwest corner of Servia 
from Orsov.a. Hungary, as a center, 
to Bulgaria, and theiic^ to Turkey 

There remains not the slig'.ilest 
doubt that tlK' Teutonic allies have 
deterniintd to strike at Servia and to 
strike (lUic■I^l^ with sucli force that ali 
Servian resistance will be inunediate- 
ly swept asiile. Ta<- oiierations will 
begin just as soon as tin' last hope of 
Ifoiimanian neutrality has dwindled. 
.^pparently the massing of a ..ireat 
army at Orsowa, estimated at .TiVi.dnti 
troops, by the Teutons, has liad a 
i.ouble ol>j<'< t. The lirst is to make a 
military demonstration before itounia- 
nia, thus as a last resort endeavoring 
to scare that country into neutrality, 
all diploniati<- efforts having failed, 
and the second ia to strike a rapid and 
decisive blow as soon as the. Balkan 
states have aligned themselves on one 
Side or the other. 

During tiie last few days no news 
to speak of n siipi ting the Balkan situ- 
cation has been allowed to pass the 
censor in Oermany or Austria. This 
fact is in itself great when viewed 
from the usual Teutonic silence tliat 
f.recedes a storm. It is not considered 
likely that tiie situation at the l>arda 
r.elles will permit of long delay in the 
prospective Cernian drive through 
Servia. even though political and dip- 
kimatic motives should di<'tate the 
wisdom of watchful waiting. Conse- 
quently the English military critics 
e3£pe<t momenta!^- action on the part 
of the Teutons, with the certainty that 
af. soon as the (lernianic allies have be- 
gun their invasion of Servia the entire 
lialkan biiblile will break.

Austria made a similar reply to 
the pope's letter, the dispatch adds.

Text of the Lesson, It Chron. xv, 1-15. 
Memory Verses, 1, 2 — Golden Text, | 
Jas. iv, S— Commentary Prepared by 

Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

In the story of Jeroboam we had a 
eampic of all the kings of the ten I 
tribes, for there was not a aood king 
amonj^ them. They all walkeil In the 
ways of Jeroboam, sou of Nebat, who 
made Israel to sin. There were a few 
— just eight, I thlnk^among the klugs 
of Judah who did right in the eyes of 
the I^rd, and Asa of today's lesson 
was one of them i^verses 1, 2). His fa- 
ther, Aljijali, son of Iieliol)oaui. reigned 
only tliree jears (xiii, 1, 2). Tlie Lord 
gave him and his army a victory over 
the army of Jeroltoam l)ecause they 
relied upon the I.ord (Jod of their fa- 
thers (xili. I'J, IS). His words in xiii, 
12, are always helprul~"Heliold, Cod 
nimself Is with us for our cnptnin." 
While tile story of Asa is told in part 
of a chapter In the liool; i.f Kings 
(I Kings XV, 8-24), it occupies three 
chapters in Chronicles (xiv, xv, xvii. 
the first two telling of hta tliirt\-flve 
ye-trs of faitlifulness and blessing and 
the last telling of live years of (lisol)e- 
dienoe. What a pity that sni h a good 
king with such a long reign sliould 
waste his later years in wandering 
from Cod! lUit such alwaytj |s nian 
when lie turns away from Cod. We 
cannot tliink of Asa as a lost man, 
though lie acted so badly at the last, 
but be lost (inrt of tbe full reward 
which might have been bis <n Jolui 
8; I Cor. HI. 11-1.-.). 

Quietness and rest on everj- side and 
a whole hearted seeking, the Lord God 
marked the first ten years or more of 
his reign (xiv, 1-T; xt. 12-lQ). Such 
rest and iieaee and quietness Is the 
prlvUcge of every true believer, and 
when He glveth quietness who then 
can make trouble whether in the case 
of a nation or a man only (Job xxxlv, 
29). It is our privilege thus to fore- 
taste the kingdom when the work of 
righteousness shaU be ]>eace, and the 
efEect'or service of righteousness quiet- 
ness and assurance forever (Isa. sxsli, 
1, 17). The same Lord Is ever saying 
to all, "Come unto me, • • • and I will 
give you rest" (Matt. xi. 28 30), and it 
is written. "We who have bellevetl do 
enter into rest".-{Heb. iv, 3). The great 
adversary hates peace always, and so 
he stirred up the Ethioiilans with an 
army of over a million to go agiilnst 
Asa, who had only about half as many 
men, but Asa cried unto the Lord hLs 
God In the words of that ever memo- 
rable prayer of chapter xiv, 11, so brief 
yet so comprehensive, which lias Itelp- 
ed me many a time, and will prove a 
( iimfort and strength to aU who appro- 
priate It. 

Every day and hour wo should say, 
"We rest on Thee, and in Thy name 
we go." Compare part of the prayer 
of Jehoshaphat In chapter xx, 12, 
which we may also continually appro- 
priate. Although the EUilopUms were 
such a huge host, yet because Asa re- 
lied on tbe Lord He delivered them 
Into his hand, for the eyes of the Lord 
run to and fro throughout the whole 
earth to show Himself strong in tbe 
behalf of (or as in the margin, strongly 
to hold witlii llu ni whi>se heart is per- 
fect (or whole i |o\v;ird Him (chapter xvi, 
8, y). This iiiiilli \ crso is an<l has lieen 
for long j-ears n l ontinual strciigtli and 
comfort to me and is working in mo 
an increasing desire to have a whole 
heart for Him. and to see no one save 
Jesus only. The Spirit of Go<l brought 
a message of cncounigement to Asa by 
Azaiiah. whose name means the 
strength of Jeliovali. which is found in 
lesson Tei"Kcs 1-7, .and the exhortation 
In verse 7 Is for us also who iKJiieve. 
"Be ye strong, tliercfore, and let not 
your hands i.e we;!k. for your work 
shall lie rewarded." Salvation is never 
of works, but always to lilni that work- 
eth not but lielievcth iKoni. iv, 5»; but 
we are thus saved by f;race In order to 
scire the Living and True Cod. and 
all true service unto Illm shall lie re- 
warded (Luke xiv, 14; Itev. xili, 12; 
II John 8). 

We need always the exhortation of 
Eph. vl, 10, "Be strong in the Lord 
and In the power of His might" Asa, 
being thus encouraged, cleansed the 
land of idols, even destroying that of 
bis own mother, but this cleansing was 
(Thiefly in Judah and Benjamin, many 
of the high places still remaining in 
Israel, over which he bad no control: 
and yet many out of Epbralm, and Ma- 
nasseh, and Simeon, and other tribes 
fell to him in abundance when they 
saw that the Lord his God was with 
him; an because he was seeking the 
Lord with all bis heart and soni 
(verses 8-15). They also renewed the 
altar and offered sacrificed, and there 
was no more war until tbe tblrty-Bfth 
year of his reign. But the next year 
the king of Israel came against Urn. 
and. Instead of relying apon the Lord, 
he made a league with the king of 
Syria. This bronglit a reptoot from 
the Lord by Hananl tbe seer, wbo re- 
minded Asa bow tbe rx>rd had wroagbt 
marveloosly for bim against tbe Etbi- 
(^lans becanse be relied ufion Hi^ and 
bow foolishly be bad now acted by re- 
lying upon the Ung of Syria (zvl. 7-9) 

Asa, being ont of fellowsblp with 
the Lord, gave place to the devil, be- 
came angry with the seer, and pnt him 
in prison and oppressed aacM of the 
people (srl. l(t>. Near tbe dose of bis 
reign he became greatly diseased in bis 
feet Init in tiiia also be tnnied away 
from tbe Iiord to pnrely human help.

G. E. Cassel 
On Railroads Co-operatins With the Fanner 

■ Co-operation is a tbeme that lends itself most readily 
to theory but yields stubbornly to practice. It is easy to 

speak the word but difficult to understand it and more 
difHcult still to practice it. All can be selfish but It takes 
vision to be progressive. The organized farmer has been 
preaihing co-oiieralion tor h>'. these many \ears. hut now 
come the railroads talking co-operation in the language 
of the soil. 

A recent paper read by G. E. Cassel, publicity agent 
of tbe Norfolk & Western railway, is so full of horse sense 
that we reproduce it la part and urge tbe farmers along 
that roadway to continued co-operation with the manage- 
ment of the road in all problems of mutual interest: 
"We are now dealing with two of the most gigantic occupations of men — 
farming and land trausportalion. They are the basis of i)retty nearly all 
wealth. When they fail the whole country fails. Therefore, how important 
it is that these two should fully understand each other, and work together 
not only for their own commercial advancement but for the prosperity of the 
nation. 

The farmers and the railways are natural allies in all their interests. 
It is difficult to conceive of greater service to the commonwealth than that 
of firmly fixing in the minds of both the railways and the farmers that they 
are mutually dej)endent ana that the prosperity of one depends on the pros- 
perity of the other, but that suspicion and misunderstanding destroy the 
various interests of both. Many of the niost progressive and far-seeing rail- 
ways have fully recognized this r-Mation and dependence. 

"In the study of economic conditions in all branches of human endeavor 
from the birth of our naUon down to wltl^n quite recent years, we are aston- 
ished at the utter lack of the - co-operative principle — the 'work together' 
idea— and not only that, but extrnme seltashnees and parbUnd -prejo^oe hka 
more apparently dominated in the differeiit branches of trade and other ave- 
nues of enterprise. This was a condition that government could not remedy. 
No statute law, or even written consti'ution, can do more Bafegnard 
those inalienable rights of the individual. 

I "The mutual advantages of co-oiieration and sympathetic understanding 
are many and varied for both the railway and the farmer. The farmer is 
pecoliarly dependent upon rapid and cheap transportation. His products 
are always comparatively bulky and freqnenUy perishable. The railways 
give farmers a worldwide market for their products. An inteUigent under- 
standing of the fundamental improvement of railway transportation Is essen- 
tial to the prosperity of any agricultural community. Worldwide and uUion- 
wide markets are made possible only by regular and cheap transportation 
such as is ottered by the railways. 

"So the farmer may conclude that when he co-operates with the railroads, 
his most potent allies, he is doing good for himself and much good for his 
country. 

•"While there*re leaves in the forest and foam on the river,' i 
Tbe fanners and railways sbaU flourish forever." i.:^.^-' < 1

-wine, no Ponce de Leon arrived at Us 
quested Fountain at Tooth could have 
matched the wild cry which sprang 
from the lips of Barton and RoK.

C. S. lirent & Company, of Lexington, 
purchased through their agent^ftt Mid- 
way last week 15.000 bushels of orchard 
grass seed from Woodford county par- 
ties, making oiie of the bigeest seed 
deals in years. The price ranged from 
$1 2.> lo •?1.(<0 .1 bushel. 

Thomas Duckworth, of .lossamine 
county, has 4,000 lambs for the markets. 
Lambs were bought at $8,000 a head. 

The apple crop of Indiana will total 

almost a billion bushels this year the 

lari'ost in the history of the Uoosier 
State. The crop in Kentucky is almost 
unprecedented. The crop in Virginia is 
reported large, wliile Ohio and Missouri 
report bountiful crops. 

A conference of wheat growers of 
Central Kentucky will be held in Le.x- 
inirioii on Aut'ust ai.

Record Breaking Honey Crop 

Virgil Weaver, the expert bee man, 
who resides two miles north of Fal- 
mouth. Ky., will harvest 3.5,000 pounds 

oflioney this summer. The crop is per- 
haps the best in the history of the cioun- 
try. This is the largest sitiglo crop of 
honey ever produced in the State, and 
Mr. Weaver is very proud of the fact 
that he has broken all records in honey 
production in Kentucky. I'he honey 
season is now about over until the fall 
blossoms come in on in September. 

Other honey producers in PoudliMon 
county are ijuoied as s.aying thtil their 
honey product tins ycir will be in ex- 
cess of 10,000 to 1.5,000 pounds each 

(ieorceiown Times. 

The annual output of honey in the 
United States would till thirty nine train 
loads, forty cars to the train, forty tons 
to the car. Thq honey crop yearly sent 
to market is valued at twenty million 
dollars. The great quantity of pollen and 
nectar which the bees gather from trees 
shrubs and plants are .coined into hon 
ey — into money — without a penny of 
cost to anybody. Nature without price 
supplies the materials out of which the 
honey is made and the bees turn the 
material into the finished product. Man 
supplies the bees with hives in order 
that he may rob them of part of their 
stores. While the proiluctiviiy of bees 
can be helped by man. the bottom fact 
remains that nature and the bees do all 
the work and in one particular at least, 
something can be procured for nothing 
which would otherwise be lost. 

CROPS OF MADISOiN 

Miidison county. 'which is one of the 
most i)r<)ductive and prosperous coun- 
ties in the State, has the greatest crop 
j)rospeci at the prosoiit time she has 
witnessed in years. Wheat was good, 
although the crop was not as bountiful 
as it had been during bumper crop 
years, and wet weather during harvest- 
ing and threshing t'reat ly damaged the 
L'rain, yet the yield was a good average 
uwiiit; to the drought the past bprina 
the hay crop was cut short, but the 
luality is good and the average fair 
Never in the history of the cojinty was 
I liere a finer prospect for a bumper dorn 
crop than at present This will (bore 
than offset any shortage that may exist 
in the hay and wheat crops. The acre- 
age of tobacco planted this season does 
not seem to be quite as large as former 
years, and in some sections the quality 
IS not the best, owing lo the incessant 
rains during the month of July. But 
tobacco is a peculiar product and if the 
weather is favorable during the coming 
fall months, no doubt, tobacco in this 
county will come u\> to the stand.ard. 
Vegelab! s of every variety are super- 
abundant iind prices are reasonable. I*o- 
tatoes are abundant and in some sec- 
tions of the county farmers are feeding 
them to swine. The apple crop is large 
and farmers ara selling them on the 
market for 25 cents a bushel. Tnera is 
an abundance of plums and other small 
fruit and p.'ices are very reasonable, 
fclome-grown watermelons and caiita 
loupes are being otfered for sale in 
great quantities and Mr. Consumer is 
oeing asked stiff prices for same. The 
quality and quanity are all that could 
oe desired, but the price is a little ab- 
normal, but owing to the great quanity 
on the market, prices will necessarily 
be lowered lo a price within the reach 
of each and all. From present indica- 
tions there is no d.inirer of a famine in 
Madison county. The prospects are 
never better for good' crops and cheaper 
living prices among consumers. We 
should all give thanks and feel bouyant 
and hopeful.

Big Demand For Horses 

The demand for iiorses for use in the 
British, French and Italian field of 
operations has reduced the American 
supply to such an alarming extent that 
one breeder is moved to state that the 
United StAtes should forbid any further 
export.ai ion. He cites some rather 
startling li..'uresto show thiit if llie need 
become urgent for this country to pni 
its armed force in the field tliat the 
necessary horses could not be suppled. 
Il is one phase of unproparedness which 
is not taken into account. Thousands 
of head of horses, including the best to 
be had as well as the bad and inciifferent 
have been shipped during past months 
At first the buyers were finicky and 
hard to pleaso, but now the demand is 
so pressing that many of the restrictions 
have been abandoned and animals that 
were formerly rejected are being bought 
readily by the agents of the nations at 
war. It is said that a great number of 
thote Ixiught by the British have not 
been shipped and will ml until afier 
the war; this provision being made 
against the need of animals for agricul 
tural purposes when the war shall have 
bean decided. If this is true, it demon- 
strates a wise foresight on the part of 
the British govsroamnt which does it 
credit. To provide against the deple- 
tion of all sorts after the war is no less 
the duty of the government than to pro 
vide against the emergencies of iho con- 
flict. In the meantime it would bo well 
enough for our government to look into 
the horse supply question. In spite of 
predictions when automobiles became 
popular that the horse would soon be 
useless, we find greater demand for Iiim 
at this time than every before in his- 
tory.

These deporta- 
tions pccurrcd about qncg a month, 
when, the }ast good-l>ys said, the 
lepers were marphed on board the lit- 
tle steamer, the iio^v^, fiu^ (t^^rled 
down to the KV a e mmt , 

One afternoon, writing lattm tfaP 
club.
